In The Herald of the 2oth ultimo, 
under the heading as above, appears an 
article reflecting on the predominate re- 
ligious body of Hazel Oreen, which, with- 
out egotistic arrogance, is the Christian 
Church; also another insertion relative 
to Constitutional rights, fraught with in- 
sinuations construed to convey the same 
reflections. Following these, in the is- 
sue of the 27th, is still another in regard 
to a certain dropped letter, not directed 
to Bro. Cooper or The Herald, which 
is spoken of and the village made a 
"Commune" hotbed in the excited im- 
agination of our friend Cooper, feverish 
from the editorials of the week before. 
With the kindest feelings to all and 
malice toward none, we deem it but a 
" square deal " to mention our position 
in the matters made public, and were 
these things confined to our village alone 
and not heralded to the reading public 
and being reprinted by the press, 'twould 
never receive one word from the body 
we represent. As it is, we feel that jus 
tice to all concerned demands an expres- 
sion from the Christian Church. If any 
religious "domineering" or "bullying" 
can be attributed to our body in Hazel 
Green, we are unaware of it, and feel 
justified in entering protest. As to oth- 
ers, we have nothing to say. If it is a 
crime to meet, as did the Disciples, and 
break bread on the Lord's day regularly, 
regardless of any regular or special ap- 
pointment of any minister of any church, 
Christian or otherwise, then we plead 
guilty, but such service is studiousiy ar- 
ranged so as not to take place during 
the time of service at any other church. 
If inviting a minister, who by force of 
circumstances unpremeditated happens 
to Ik? in our village, to preach to the 
brethren, which has occurred only a few 
times in the last ten years, is an action 
to call forth bitter denunciations, we re- 
gret it ; yet this has occurred with others 
as well as with us, and against others we 
have not the slightest ill-will, as we be- 
lieve that it is the duty of any church 
organization to have preaching as often 
as suits their convenience. Many times 
in the past have we deprived ourselves 
of the pleasure and privilege of holding 
services when ministers of our belief 
were in our midst, for fear of wounding 
some one's feelings; and now suppose 
the sequel of the bitter denunciations 
was the occurrence in February when by 
accident a minister being present, and 
because of business connected with his 
trip was asked to fill the pulpit of the 
Christian church. There should be no 
uukind feelings engendered by any con- 
gregation asking to have services when 
a minister is present by accideut i 
ing in our midst, and in the future we 
expect to extend such invitations and 
accord others the same privilege, bidding 
them God speed in any and all good 
work. 

As regards the anonymous letter men- 
tioned, which was directed to a certain 
person in our town, which was never de- 
livered and seen only by one young man 
(so stated), we know nothing, and have 
only contempt for one who hides behind 
such actions. Such communications are 
beneath notice and we deplore an indi- 

dual action which seeks to bring stigma 

l a community. The young man who 
read it now says it was not " insulting," 
" filthy " or " threatening," further than 
(as regards threats) some would quit 
taking The Herald. Not "filthy," 
further than speaking of bane of drink 
Not "insulting," further than aggravat- 
ing, which is a different thing. The 
person for whom that letter was intend- 
ed or to whom we understand it was ad- 
dressed, has our whole heart in their 
interest and is above reproach. The 
Herald and its staff are one of us, and 
we regret that Bro. Cooper thinks he is 
in danger of assassination or believes 
there is a "Commune" organization in 
the town ; such is not the case, for he 
has helped keep our citizenship above 
the plane of barbarism.
